Products 
found in 
sewers that 
don’t belong 

City drainage crews are 
seeing more clogs as people 
seem to be flushing more 
unflushable items down 
their drains. 

Derek Melmoth, the 
city’s director of drainage 
operations, said they hope to 
make a big push next year to 
get people to stop flushing 
things that don’t belong in 
the system. 

He said paper towels, 
rags, feminine hygiene 
products, needles and dental 
floss are regularly showing 
up jammed in city sewer 
pipes. He didn’t have exact 
numbers, but said there has 
been a steady rise. 

“All those items really 
shouldn’t be put in the 
sewer system, but are getting 
regularly disposed in them,” 
he said. 

Other Canadian cities 
have seen problems with 
new personal wipes, but Mel¬ 
moth said those haven’t been 
a big issue in Edmonton, at 
least not yet. 

“We are not picking up 
the new products as any 
more disturbing than any of 
the other products that have 
been around for a while,” he 
said. 

Melmoth said the prob¬ 
lem is magnified in older 
neighbourhoods — where 
the pipes are mostly clay — 
and low-flush toilets, while 
good for the environment, 
also exacerbate the issue. 

He said after pushing a 
message about grease and 
fats in the system, they hope 
to push a message to resi¬ 
dents about what they are 
flushing next year.

New apps. Weekend 
event brings doctors, 
developers together 
for tech solutions 


Developers, doctors and pa¬ 
tients all came together this 
weekend at the Hacking 
Health conference to help 
answer some of medicine’s 
trickier problems. 

After a long weekend of 
work at the University of Al¬ 
berta, groups presented a long 
list of projects, including apps 
that would encourage people 
to stay active at work, help 
doctors diagnose breathing 
problems and even an ER wait¬ 


time genie that would provide 
individual predictions. 

Jeesan Chowdhuiy, one of 
the group’s co-founders, said 
the idea behind the Hacking 
Health conference is to reach 
out to people who have ideas 
about making health care bet¬ 
ter. 

“We are tiying to get more 
bottom-up innovation. We are 
tiying to engage the public,” 
he said. 

Chowdhuiy has helped or¬ 
ganize similar conferences in 
other Canadian cities. He said 
the system needs new ideas 
and new perspectives. 

“We want to get more ideas 
into the funnel and not all 
ideas are going to work out, 
but that is the whole point. 


We want more experimenta¬ 
tion,” he said. 

Carolina Simoes Gomes 
and her team spent the week¬ 
end on their ER wait-time 
genie, which would use data 
from hospitals, the patient’s 
ailment and even outside in¬ 
formation like weather con¬ 
ditions to accurately predict 
each patient’s expected wait. 

She said having health-care 
professionals on hand helped 


them better understand the 
problem. 

Minh Vuong, who also 
worked on the project, said it 
is about taking tools that al¬ 
ready exist and pushing them 
into hospitals. 

“We are not tiying to re¬ 
invent the wheel. We are tiy¬ 
ing to bridge the research and 
application to create some¬ 
thing that is actually viable.”

Building owners out, but 
still awaiting payment 


Building owners at the City 
Centre Airport said after the 
land their building stands on 
was expropriated Friday, they 
face big moving costs and are 
still waiting to be paid. 

Bud Zeitz is one of several 
owners of Hangar 11, a prop¬ 
erty near the NATT campus. 
He said the city took over the 
building Friday and he now has 
only limited access to it. 

Zeitz said while he and his 
partners face big expenses to 
move, the city is still holding 
onto an expropriation pay¬ 
ment. 

“They paid the lawyers in 
trust $1.8 million, but they 
have put conditions on it so we 
have no access to it,” he said. 

He said moving a storage 
business out of the hangar has 
been veiy expensive and they 
don’t yet know if they will see 
anything from the city. 

“So far, in attempting to 
move, we’ve spent about 
$250,000 on containers and 
moving and they’ve given us 
nothing,” he said.

Zeitz said the whole process 
has left him exhausted and put 
a huge financial strain on the 
business.

A game changer 


Nanogyn 

Entertainment. Former 
soldier stakes a claim in 
the local tech industry

When he was a soldier in Af¬ 
ghanistan a few years ago, Na¬ 
thaniel Douglas couldn’t have 
imagined that in 2013 he’d be 
the CEO of a tech company, and 
owner of a sought-after motion 
capture suit — a coup in the 
competitive industry. 

But that’s where the 31 
year-old digital media and IT 
student at NAIT finds himself, 


already carving out a niche in 
the booming local tech scene, 
and he’s only in his first term 
of studies. 

“I needed something to set 
me apart from other startups,” 
said Douglas, who founded 
Nanogyn Entertainment earlier 
this year. 

“I want to put Edmonton on 
the map in the tech industry, so 
getting the motion capture suit 
is a start.” 

Facing post-traumatic stress 
and a career-ending neck and 
back injuiy after his deploy¬ 
ment, Douglas took a lump 
sum payment from Veterans 
Affairs and re-mortgaged his 
home before investing in the 
attention-getting suit — think 
Gollum in Lord of the Rings — 


Douglas said. 

“We had huge success at the 
NAIT open house, and now we 
are using the suit to give pro¬ 
duction experience to fellow 
students,” he said. 

NAIT is giving Nanogyn En¬ 
tertainment a capstone project 
for students nearing the end of 
their program — a win for the 
school and Douglas’ company. 

With no official employees 
or studio yet, “I’m just figuring 
this out”, he said. 

Douglas is talking to a po¬ 
tential first client: A U.S. com¬ 
pany wanting to turn a graphic 
novel into a video game. 

“Edmonton has tons of cre¬ 
ative people—you can get your 
education here and stay here,” 
said Douglas.

Redford earns strong PC support 


Premier Alison Redford re¬ 
ceived a strong vote of con¬ 
fidence from members of 
her Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive party in balloting at the 
party’s convention Saturday. 

Redford received 77 per 
cent of the vote in secret bal¬ 
lots cast by 1,197 delegates. 

“I’m a little overwhelmed,” 
said Redford, as the hundreds 
of delegates in the ballroom 
gave her a standing ovation 
and chanted “Redford! Red¬ 
ford! Redford!” 

“I’m so proud to be a mem¬ 
ber of this party and all that 
we’ve accomplished together.” 

The vote, required within 



two years of an election win, 
has become a potential trap 
for Tory leaders ever since 


then-premier Ralph Klein 
received just 55 per cent sup¬ 
port in 2006 and quit the job 
soon after. 

The 77 per cent Redford re¬ 
ceived matched the figure that 
her predecessor, Ed Stelmach, 
received in 2009. Stelmach 
was out as premier within two 
years, resigning after he could 
not quell infighting over his 
leadership. 

The voters included past 
and present legislature mem¬ 
bers, youth delegates and 15 
representatives from each of 
the 87 constituency associa¬ 
tions.

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Iran agrees to curb its nuclear 
activity in a breakthrough deal 


Surprise agreement. 

Iran commits to 
freezing its nuclear 
activities for six 
months; allows time to 
negotiate a better pact 


Iran struck a historic deal 
Sunday with the United 
States and five other world 
powers, agreeing to a tempor¬ 
ary freeze of its nuclear pro¬ 
gram in the most significant 
agreement between Washing¬ 
ton and Tehran in more than 
three decades of estrange¬ 
ment. 

Iranian President Hassan 
Rouhani endorsed the agree¬ 
ment, which commits Iran to 
curbing its nuclear activities 
for six months in exchange 
for limited and gradual sanc¬ 
tions relief, including access 
to $4.2 billion in oil sales. 

The six-month period will 


give diplomats time to nego¬ 
tiate a more sweeping agree¬ 
ment. 

It builds on the momen¬ 
tum of the public dialogue 
opened during Septem¬ 
ber’s annual UN gathering, 
which included a 15-minute 
phone conversation between 
President Barack Obama and 
moderate-leaning Rouhani, 
who was elected in June. 

The package includes 
freezing Iran’s ability to en¬ 
rich uranium at a maximum 
five per cent level, which is 
well below the threshold for 
weapons-grade material and 
is aimed at easing Western 
concerns that Tehran could 
one day seek nuclear arms. 

Obama hailed the pact’s 
provisions as key to pre¬ 
venting Iran from becoming 
a nuclear threat. 

“Simply put, they cut off 
Iran’s most likely paths to a 
bomb,” he told reporters in 
Washington.

Outed as users. Medical 
marijuana patients plan 
to sue Health Canada 


Adoption rules strand 
Canadian in Pakistan 



Thousands of Canadians across 
the country are planning a 
class action lawsuit against 
Health Canada after they were 
outed as medical marijuana 
users in a mass mail-out last 
week. 

Cannabis in Canada Soci¬ 
ety founder and director Jason 
Wilcox said that at least one 
person has lost his job over the 
gaffe and thousands more fear 
their gardens may be targeted 
and their houses robbed. 

The fear is the result of 
Health Canada sending out 
40,000 documents to patients 
in white envelopes with the 
words “Marihuana Medical Ac¬ 
cess Program” written across 
the top, followed by the pa¬ 
tient’s name and address. 

Wilcox and Scott McClus- 
lcey are the named plaintiffs in 
the case and will represent up 
to 40,000 Canadians who have 
been affected. 

“We want the government 
to see the potential fallout,” 
said Wilcox, adding that he 
worries for patients who live 
in small towns, especially 


those who reside in a “right- 
wing, conservative town that 
is anti-marijuana.” 

“If you’re in a small town, 
you are more exposed. If it 
goes into the neighbour’s 
mailbox, which often happens 
with Health Canada, you’re ex¬ 
posed. And eveiybody that’s in 
a small town talks.” 

Health Canada deputy 
minister George Da Pont said 
last week the format of the 
mailing was the result of an 
“administrative error.” He said 
the letters outlining changes 
to the Marihuana Medical Ac¬ 
cess Program, which take ef¬ 
fect next spring, were sent to 
40,000 patients. 

According to the letter, 
among the reasons for chan¬ 
ges to the rules, which will pro¬ 
hibit patients from growing 
their own marijuana at home, 
is concern that participants in 
the program will be targets of 
home invasions. Da Pont went 
on to say the mail-out was “not 
standard Health Canada prac¬ 
tice.”

Stuck. Bureaucracy 
won't allow family to 
bring adopted boy from 
Pakistan to Canada 


Waheeda Affidi was proud 
when she became a Canadian 
citizen nearly a decade ago, but 
now feels only anger and frus¬ 
tration over a bureaucracy that 
she says has abandoned her 
and her adopted son overseas. 

The Saskatoon woman and 
her husband, unable to have 
children of their own, became 
guardians of her nephew in Pak¬ 
istan shortly after he was bom

there in 2010. But the family 
has been unable to bring the 
boy to Canada. Caught in the 
middle of changing and confus¬ 
ing Canadian mles around the 
adoption of Pakistani children, 
Afridi hasn’t been back to Sas¬ 
katoon since she and her hus¬ 
band first went to Pakistan to 
get the child three years ago. 

She won’t leave without her 
little boy, Ajjab. She says she’d 
die first. 

“I cannot sleep at night. 


Eveiy night it spins around in 
my mind: What is going to hap¬ 
pen? Are we going to be home 
soon? When are we going to go 
back?” Afridi, 38, told The Can¬ 
adian Press in a phone inter¬ 
view from Ankara, Turkey. 

Afridi had been living with 
family in Pakistan under con¬ 
stant threat of violence from 
the Taliban and bomb attacks. 
She and Ajjab were recently 
able to fly to Turkey on a vis¬ 
itor’s visa. She says that visa 


expires in mid-December and 
she doesn’t know what she’ll 
do then. She hopes she and her 
son won’t have to return to Pak¬ 
istan. 

A spokeswoman with the 
federal immigration depart¬ 
ment says she can’t comment 
on the case because it’s before 
the court. But, in general, Son¬ 
ia Lesage says adoption mles 
in Canada and Pakistan have 
“legal incompatibilities.”

Artificial intelligence 


NEIL system learns 
to make decisions 

Researchers are tiying to 
plant a digital seed for 
artificial intelligence by 
letting a massive comput¬ 
er system browse millions 
of pictures and decide for 
itself what they all mean. 

The system at Carnegie 
Mellon University is called 
NEIL, short for Never 
Ending Image Learning. 

In mid-July, it began 
searching the Internet for 
images 24-7 and, in tiny 
steps, is deciding for itself 
how those images relate 
to each other. The goal is 
to recreate what we call 
common sense — the abil¬ 
ity to learn things without 
being taught. 

The project is funded 
by Google and the U.S. 
Department of Defense’s 
Office of Naval Research.

NEIL uses advances in 
computer vision to analyze 
and identify the shapes and 
colours in pictures, but it 
is also slowly discovering 
connections between objects 


on its own. For example, the 
computers have figured out 
that zebras tend to be found 
in savannahs and that tigers 
look somewhat like zebras. 

Gupta is pleased with the 
initial progress. In the future, 
NEIL will analyze vast numbers 
of YouTube videos to look for 
connections between objects. 


NEIL’s future 


Neither Mountain 
View, Calif.-based 
Google Inc. nor the Of¬ 
fice of Naval Research 
responded to questions 
about why they’re 
funding NEIL, but there 
are some hints. 


• The Navy’s website 
notes: “In many 
operational scen¬ 
arios, the human 
presence is not an 
option." In other 
words, computers 
may make some 
of the decisions in 
future wars. 


• NEIL’s motto is: 

“I Crawl, I See, I 
Learn," and the 
researchers hope to 
keep NEIL running 
forever. That means 
the computer might 
get a lot smarter. 

Or it might not.

Spurn Russia rally. 

Protest biggest since 
the peaceful 2004 
Orange Revolution 


About 50,000 people rallied 
in the centre of Kyiv on Sun¬ 
day to demand that Ukraine’s 
government reverse course 
and sign a landmark agree¬ 
ment with the European 
Union in defiance of Russia. 

The rally was led by top 
opposition figures, who 
called for the protests to con¬ 
tinue until President Viktor 
Yanukovych agreed to sign 
the free trade and political as¬ 
sociation deal with the EU at 
a summit on Friday. 

Sunday’s demonstration 
was sparked by anger over 
the government’s sudden 
move last week to pull out of 
the EU agreement and focus 
instead on trade ties with 
Russia, under strong pressure 
from Moscow. 


After the rally at European 
Square, dozens of protest¬ 
ers clashed with police and 
pro-Russia activists near the 
government building, while 
another standoff took place 
outside Yanukovych’s office. 

In an emotional letter 
read to demonstrators by her 
daughter, imprisoned former 
prime minister Yulia Tym- 
oshenlco called on Ukrainians 
to continue demonstrating 
until Yanukovych signed the 
EU deal. “Don’t let him hu¬ 
miliate us all in this way,” 
Eugenia Tymoshenko read 
out, shaking from cold and 
emotion. “It’s our roadmap to 
a normal life.” 

One key EU demand for 
signing the deal is the release 
of Tymoshenko. Yanukovych 
narrowly defeated Tym¬ 
oshenko in the 2010 presi¬ 
dential election. He comes up 
for re-election in 2015, and 
Tymoshenko accuses him of 
keeping her behind bars to 
prevent her from running.

The rally came a day after 
a party led by politician and 
cricket star Imran Khan said 
it would prevent NATO sup¬ 
ply trucks making their way 


to and from Afghanistan from 
travelling through Khyber 
Pakhtunkhwa province until 
the U.S. stops drone strikes. 

Some 100 protesters on 
the outskirts of Peshawar, 
the capital of Khyber Pakh¬ 
tunkhwa, checked the docu¬ 
ments of truck drivers headed 
toward Afghanistan as they 
passed through a toll booth.

Another fatality 
in Saudi Arabia 

Saudi Arabia says one more 
person has died from a new 
respiratoiy virus related to 
SARS, bringing to 55 the 
number of deaths in the 
kingdom at the centre of 
the outbreak. 

The Health Ministiy said 
Sunday that the 37-year-old 
man died in Riyadh. He 
was among 130 people who 


have been infected with the 
virus in Saudi Arabia since 
September last year. 

The virus emerged in the 
Middle East and can cause 
rapid kidney failure but 
doesn’t seem as infectious 
as SARS. 

It has been dubbed 
MERS, or Middle East res¬ 
piratory syndrome. 

SARS killed some 800 
people in 2003.

Mount Sinabung unleashed fresh vol¬ 
canic ash and gravel as high as 5,000 
metres and searing gas down its slope 
up to two kilometres, said a govern¬ 
ment volcanologist, Surono, who like 
many Indonesians uses one name. 


Villages evacuated 
amidst ash, smoke 

About 12,300 evacuees from 
eight villages around the 
mountain were packed 
Sunday in crowded 
government camps away 
from the fiery crater, while 
more than 6,000 others fled 
earlier to temporary shelters 
in 16 safe locations, said 
National Disaster Mitigation 
spokesman Sutopo Purwo 
Nugroho. 

The volcano’s last 


eruption, in August 2010, 
killed two people and forced 
30,000 others to flee. It 
caught many scientists off 
guard because it had been 
quiet for four centuries. 

Mount Sinabung is 
among around 129 active 
volcanoesin Indonesia, 
which is prone to seismic 
upheavalduetoits location 
on the Pacific Ring of Fire, an 
arc of volcanoes and fault 
lines encircling the Pacific 
Basin.

It kind of read 
like arm candy — which was 
kind of appealing to me. “Eh, 
I’m just a biker chick, arm 
candy in one of these movies.

Allison Janney extends the 
maxim that the best actors 
can entertain simply by read¬ 
ing a phone book. She man¬ 
ages with commercials. 

Her voice is warm and bur¬ 
nished with compassion on 
radio and TV voiceover spots 
for a health-care provider, pos¬ 
sibly the most melodic soft- 
sell ever. 

Then there’s her real craft. 
Consider, for instance, her 
sharp, talce-no-prisoners deliv- 
eiy as C.J. Gregg in The West 
Wing, and her manic chatter 
as a blowsy woman in the in¬ 
die film The Way Way Back. 

Or enjoy the sly purr she 
employs as Bonnie, a way¬ 
ward but good-hearted parent 
and grandparent who’s tiying 
to stay reformed in the new 
CBS sitcom Mom. Anna Faris 
co-stars as her similarly imper¬ 


fect daughter. 

“It’s acting,” Janney said. “I 
feel like actors like to be chal¬ 
lenged and play all different 
types of roles. For whatever 
reason, I’ve been given the op¬ 
portunity to do so.” 

That reason, of course, is 
she is an enormously gifted 
and appealing performer with 
a range that’s second to none. 
Her talent has been on dis¬ 
play on Broadway, where she 
earned Tony nominations for 
9 to 5 and A View from the 
Bridge, and in movies includ¬ 
ing American Beauty and Drop 
Dead Gorgeous.

Q&A. Researcher Paul 
Bloom seeks to answer 
whether babies are 
moral beings 


Are we naturally good or nat¬ 
urally evil? Cognitive scien¬ 
tist Paul Bloom argues in a 
new book that we’re both. 

In Just Babies: The Origins 
of Good and Evil (Crown), the 
developmental psychologist 
and Yale professor takes on 
the nature of morality and 
vast research spanning evo¬ 
lutionary biology to philoso¬ 
phy, drawing on eveiyone 
from Sigmund Freud to Louis 
C.K. 

His conclusion? Babies 
have the capacity for em¬ 
pathy and compassion, pos¬ 
sess a limited understanding 
of justice and have the ability 
to judge. Yet they navigate 
not along colour lines but as 
Us versus Them, usually land¬ 
ing squarely in the Us camp. 

What light do you shed 
on the “moral sense” of 
babies? 

We’re born with this extra¬ 
ordinary moral sense. A 


sense of right and wrong just 
comes naturally to humans 
and shows up in the youngest 
babies we can study. But this 
morality is limited. I think 
tragically limited. So we are 
morally attuned to those 
around us, to our kin, to our 
friends, to those we interact 
with, and we are utterly cold¬ 
blooded toward strangers. To 


some extent I think babies 
are natural-born bigots. They 
are strongly attuned to break 
the world into Us versus 
Them and have no moral 
feelings at all toward the 
Them, and this shows up all 
through development. 

So in some way, although 
a lot of morality is inborn, 

I think the great success of

humans ... is expanding and 
transcending this inborn 
morality. 

Where do serial killers come 
from? 

Serial killers are very unusual 
people.... We know that 
there’s genetic differences 
in people’s empathy, in 
people’s compassion and 
how much they care about 
other people, in their ability 
to control violent rages, for 
example, and I’m sure a 
serial killer is somebody who 
has the genetic short end of 


the stick. Then you toss in 
certain environments. Your 
typical serial killer had a veiy 
unhappy childhood. 

You write about conflicts 
in research on racial bias in 
young children. 

For kids there’s a lot of 
evidence that they’re veiy 
strongly biased on Us versus 
Them if you get them to do it 
on the basis of things like dif¬ 
ferent coloured T-shirts, for 
example, but race and skin 
colour isn’t an automatic way 
of dividing up the world. So 
you take a two- or three-year- 
old and typically a two- or 
three-year-old shows no signs 
of being racist in any way. 
When you get older, if kids 
are in an environment when 
blacks and whites interact 
and they’re totally mellow 
with each other and there’s 
not much conflict, they’ll 
see black and white but it 
won’t matter at all. If you’re 
in an environment where it 
matters then it will matter. 
Children are extremely prone 
and veiy ready to divide the 
world into groups, but the 
groups that they focus on is 
determined through learn¬ 
ing. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 



Use tough times as teachable moments

When Julianne Harvey learn¬ 
ed her first grader was being 
picked on last year, her initial 
instinct was to fix the prob¬ 
lem. 

But advice from her 
mother-in-law — who was a 
longtime elementaiy school 
teacher — gave the author 
and mother of two a fresh per¬ 
spective. 

“She told me: ‘Your job is 
to teach him to stand up for 
himself. You’re not always 
going to be there to manage 
things for him, so you need to 
give him those skills,”’ Harvey 


recalled. 

Neuropsychologist Sam 
Goldstein, co-author of Rais¬ 
ing Resilient Children, said 
individuals learn to deal with 
adversity by being given the 
opportunity in a supportive 
environment to try and learn 
from their mistakes. 

“Resiliency is a process 
that enables you to function 
well in the face of adversity,” 
he said from Salt Lake City. 
“The data’s pretty clear that 
if parents would like their 
children to be more capable 
of managing stress, then we 


have to stress-inoculate them 

— even from young ages.” 
Most of the time, children 

aren’t taught resiliency unless 
they’re going to be exposed 
to a stressful situation, noted 
David Wolfe, director of the 
CAMH Centre for Prevention 
Science in London, Ont. 

“We’re tiying to teach 
them normal coping meth¬ 
ods, and the confusion that 
comes about with parents 

— whether it’s overblown or 
not — is: ‘Somehow my kid’s 
going to fail. They’re not go¬ 
ing to cope well; they’re going 


to collapse; they’re going to 
have a disorder,”’ said Wolfe, 
a psychologist and author spe¬ 
cializing in issues affecting 
children and youth. 

“A little bit of stress is good. 
This is an axiom that’s been 
around for a long, long time,” 
he added. “Without stress, a 
person doesn’t learn to cope 
and they can’t live on their 
own. They can’t live independ¬ 
ently. They expect eveiything 
to happen the way they want 
it. The balance is between 
too much stress and enough

Boys on the side? 
Author whose book 
inspired Mean Girls 
movie encourages 
educators not to put 
social issues of young 
males on back burner 


The teen comedy Mean Girls 
was inspired by Rosalind 
Wiseman’s Queen Bees and 
Wannabes, which offered 
insight into the dynamics 
of relationships, cliques and 
conflicts involving teen girls. 

Her latest book Master¬ 
minds and Wingmen (Har¬ 
mony Books) offers a male- 
focused complement to her 
groundbreaking bestseller, 
as Wiseman urges adults to 
recognize that the emotional 
needs of boys are also deserv¬ 
ing of attention. 

“I want people to know 
that boys want deep relation¬ 
ships, that it makes their lives 
better; that their friendships 
are important to them and 
that they have conflicts like 
everybody does. And that we 
have to stop dismissing boys’ 
emotional lives,” Wiseman 
said during a recent inter¬ 
view. 

“We don’t have to have 
these Hallmark, ‘Sit around 
in the circle and tell me your 
deepest feelings (moments).’

parenting practices and ex¬ 
periences — she went dir¬ 
ectly to the source. Wiseman 
sought out boys willing to 
open up about a vast range 
of subjects, from stigma sur¬ 
rounding being gay to girl 
troubles, gaming, social net¬ 
working and the roles and 
hierarchies within social 
groups. 

More than 160 boys of¬ 
fered contributions, which 
Wiseman said helped shape 


many of the topics in the 
book, while also aiding in 
painting a picture of common 
challenges and dynamics gov¬ 
erning what she termed “Boy 
World.” 

“Boys have to hide be¬ 
hind this attitude of, ‘I don’t 
care,”’ said Wiseman. “One 
of the things that happened 
that was really extraordin¬ 
ary was the boys were able 
to say, and be proud of it ... 
‘I want to make the world a 
better place. I want boys to 
have a better sense of how to 
get through things than I do, 
or I did. And so, I’m helping 
with this project so that that 
happens.’ But I had to prove 
to them that I would listen to 
them and that they could dis¬ 
agree with me and I wouldn’t 
shut them down.” 

Wiseman said she’s heard 
so far from adults who say the 
book has enlightened them 
as to why boys clam up when 
bombarded with questions 
about how their day went.

Like onions, leeks develop a 
rich, savouiy flavour when 
cooked slowly. And when 
cooked this way, they make an 
excellent addition to a creamy 
mound of mashed potatoes. 

Rather than caramelize the 
leeks, which requires a bit more 
hands on cooking, you simply 
melt them. It’s actually a braise, 
but the result is meltingly good. 
And braising requires only an 
occasional stir. The leeks are 
thinly sliced, then simmered in 
broth or stock until extremely 
tender, then the whole mixture 
is stirred into the potatoes. 

The easiest way to clean 
leeks is to cut them up first. 


Ingredients 


• 3 lbs Yukon gold potatoes, 
peeled and cut into chunks 

• 3 tbsp unsalted butter 

• 3 cups thinly sliced and cleaned 
leeks 

• 1/2 cup chicken or vegetable 
stock or broth 

• 1/2 cup half-and-half 

• Salt 

• 3 tablespoons chopped fresh 
chives 


Trim off the ends, cut them in 
half lengthwise, then thinly 
slice them. Place the slices in 
a large bowl of cool water and 
toss well, separating the layers, 
to rinse away any dirt. Allow 
dirt to fall to the bottom of the 
bowl, then use a slotted spoon 
to scoop out the floating leeks. 

1. Place the potatoes in a large 
stockpot. Add enough water to 


cover by 1 inch. Set over high 
heat and bring to a boil. Cook 
until tender, about 20 minutes. 

2 . While the potatoes cook, 
prepare the leeks. In a large 
skillet over medium-high heat, 
melt the butter. Add the leeks 
and broth and cover. Bring to 
a simmer, then reduce heat 
to maintain the temperature 
and cook, stirring occasionally, 


until the leeks are extremely 
tender, about 30 minutes. 

3 . When the potatoes are 
cooked, drain and return to 
the pot. Add the half-and-half, 
then mash until smooth. Sea¬ 
son with salt, then stir in the 
melted leeks — along with any 
liquid in the pan — and the 
chives.
